.form of military bases in far corners of 
"Hhe globe. At one time these bases. 
;y!cre almost .universally welcomed by 
their host countries. But today, in light 
-,of the American defeat in Vietnam, 
-spreading Communist initiatives, and 
rising nationalism in many countries, 
some American bases overseas arc 
feeling the local heat. Thailand, 
Japan, Spain, Turkey and Greece are 
among nations which have questioned 
the presence of U.S. forces on their 
native soil in recent years. 


Another reappraisal is under way in 


the Philippines, the archipelago nation 
that occupies a strategic position in 
Asia and the Pacific, lying only 800 
miles 
from 
China. 
The 
major 


(A flatly newspaper published rogular- 
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American 
military bases in the 


Philippines arc Clark Air Base north 
of Manila, the largest U.S. overseas 
air base, and Subic Bay Naval Base, 
the largest U. S. naval facility in the 
western Pacific. Both saw heavy use 
during the Vietnam War, and are con- 
sidered crucial front lines of defense 
as the largest American facilities 
between Asia and Hawaii. Currently, 
rent-free lease agreements for the 
bases run until 1991. 


After the fall of South Vietnam, 


•however, Philippine Presdent Fer- 
dinand E. Marcos — recognizing a new 
power balance in East Asia — took a 
trip to China to sound out Communist 
Chinese leaders about the American 
bases facing them across the South 
China Sea. the U. S. military brass 
held its breath, but Marcos returned 
from Peking with the pledge that 
America "shall remain our good 
friend and ally," although he thought 
his country should have more control 
over the bases. 
V.v 


When President Ford, went to China 


last December,.he stopped in Manila 
on his way home and together with 
Marcos issued a joint-communique in 
which the two leaders agreed to dis- 
cuss the base arrangements in more 
detail. On Monday, April 12, in 
Washington, D.C., Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger will begin formal 
talks with Philippine Foreign Minister 
Carlos P. Romulo on the base issue. It 
is considered possible that the Philip- 
pines will ask the United States to pay 
rent on the bases, which our govern- 
ment has been reluctant to do. 


Actually, U. S. military aid and 


related spending could be considered 
an indirect form of rent. The United 
States invests about |250-million in the 
bases each year, and much of the 
money trickles down into the Philip- 
pine economy through the 18,000 U. S. 
military personnel and their depen- 
dents. 
The 
bases 
also 
employ 


thousands of Filipinos on an annual 
payroll of about jl!rO-million. It has 
been estimated that U. S. military 
spending and employment account for 
nearly 10 per cent of the Philippines' 
gross national product.

Ala ) introduced an amendment 
to the newest version of the fair 
election law. It would require 
that all government employes 
earning more than $29,000 a 
>car report in detail their 
sources of income and their as- 
sets and liabilities every year 
for public'*inspection. The rule 
would apply to Senators and 
Representatives, 
federal 


bureaucrats! military men 'and 
women and judges. An amend- 
ment to the Allen tajnendment 
would require the same infor- 
mation from all candidates for 
national 
office. 
The Allen 


proviso was overwhelmingly 
approved, 76 yeas to 13 nays. 


So far so good. But the word 


passed among those who know 
their way around the Senate Is 
cynical.. The Senators agreed to 
this hard-nosed — but worthy — 
amendment, the Inside story 
goes, because they knew from 
past experience with similar ' 
measures i.that the House of 
Representatives was certain to 
opposc.it vehemently.

Agreement Under Gun 
Will Send Prices Up 


Before Jim m y Hoffa went to prison, 
later to disappear from view entirely, 
it was fashionable to personalize him 
as representative of all that is wrong 
with any union exerting life or death 
control over the nation’s economy. 


Remove Hoffa from his dictatorial 
control over the Team sters Union, ran 
the argument, and commercial trans­ 
portation 
would 
become 
a 
more 
manageable factor in the cost of goods 
and services exchanged between 200 
million Americans every day of the 
week. 


The provisional settlem ent worked 
out this past weekend between the 
Team sters and the m ajor trucking 
groups is pretty clear evidence that 
the successor to Hoffa, F ran k Fitz­ 
simmons, and his lieutenants are very 
bit as effective for their m em bership 
and as devastasting to the economy as 
were their predecessors in office.

Another potential side effect may be 
a reduction in the competition offered

The financially precarious situation 
in which many of those small lines find 
themselves predictably portends their 
failure and with it will decline the 
shippers’ bargaining power. The fewer 
in business the more the survivors will 
charge their customers. 


While the public is the loser at 
Arlington Heights, it has to be adm it­ 
ted influential segments of it are the 
gainers in the new contract which 
seems to confer som ething 
upon 
everyone immediately concerned with 
it. 


The $20,000 a year truck driver is 
now a $21,000 man in the pocketbook 
and backed up by an equal bout in 
fringes. 


Frank Fitzsimmons who was having 
difficulty im pressing some elem ents 
in his union that he is every bit as good 
as Hoffa should be a cinch for re-elec­ 
tion as the Team sters’ president. 


The Ford Administration is spared 
the em barrassm ent of invoking the 
Taft-Hartley 80-day cooling off period 
as a last ditch effort to break what 
until a few days ago appeared to be an 
absolute deadlock between the b ar­ 
gaining parties. 


Except for one plant which General 
Motors had to shut down last Friday, 
there should be no disruption in 
deliveries to the grocery and meat 
m arkets, general m ercantile outlets, 
manufacturing and fabricating fac­ 
tories, and the other types of activity 
which in total are 60 per cent serviced 
by truck. 


In a word, things were smoother on 
Monday morning than it appeared they 
might be on Friday night. 


Breathing easier, though, will come 
a bit tougher. 


Just Another 6Old Friend 
Talking Over The Rent 


In its role as “ policeman of the 
world” over the last few decades, the 
United 
States 
has 
established 
numerous “ police stations” in the 
form of military bases in far corners of 
the globe. At one time these bases, 
were almost universally welcomed by 
their host countries. But today, in light 
of the American defeat in Vietnam, 
spreading Communist initiatives, and 
rising nationalism in m any countries, 
some American bases overseas are 
feeling the 
local 
heat. 
Thailand, 
Japan, Spain, Turkey and Greece are 
among nations which have questioned 
the presence of U.S. forces on their 
native soil in recent years. 


Another reappraisal is under way in 
the Philippines, the archipelago nation 
that occupies a strategic position in 
Asia and the Pacific, lying only 600 
miles 
from 
China. 
The 
m ajor 
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American 
military 
bases 
in 
the 
Philippines are Clark Air Base north 
of Manila, the largest U.S. overseas 
air base, and Subic Bay Naval Base, 
the largest U. S. naval facility in the 
western Pacific. Both saw heavy use 
during the Vietnam War, and are con­ 
sidered crucial front lines of defense 
as the largest A m erican facilities 
between Asia and Hawaii. Currently, 
rent-free lease agreem ents for the 
bases run until 1991. 


After the fall of South Vietnam, 
however, Philippine Presdent F e r­ 
dinand E. Marcos — recognizing a new 
power balance in East Asia — took a 
trip to China to sound out Communist 
Chinese leaders about the A m erican 
bases facing them across the South 
China Sea. The U. S. m ilitary brass 
held its breath, but Marcos returned 
from Peking with the pledge that 
America “ shall rem ain our good 
friend and ally,” although he thought 
his country should have more control 
over the bases. 


When President Ford went to China 
last December, he stopped in Manila 
on his way home and together with 
Marcos issued a joint communique in 
which the two leaders agreed to dis­ 
cuss the base arrangem ents in more 
detail. 
On Monday, 
April 
12, 
in 
Washington, D.C., Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger will begin formal 
talks with Philippine Foreign Minister 
Carlos P. Romulo on the base issue. It 
is considered possible that the Philip­ 
pines will ask the United States to pay 
rent on the bases, which our govern­ 
ment has been reluctant to do. 


Actually, U. S. m ilitary aid and 
related spending could be considered 
an indirect form of rent. The United 
States invests about $250-million in the 
bases each year, and m uch of the 
money trickles down into the Philip­ 
pine economy through the 18,000 U. S. 
military personnel and their depen­ 
dents. 
The 
bases 
also 
employ 
thousands of Filipinos on an annual 
payroll of about $150-million. It has 
been estim ated that U. S. m ilitary 
spending and employment account for 
nearly 10 per cent of the Philippines’ 
gross national product.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
When the U.S. Senate passes a 
self-policing m easure, look for 
the gimmick. 


The other day toward closing 
tim e Sen. Jam es B. Allen (D- 
Ala.) introduced an amendment 
to the newest version of the fair 
election law. It would require 
that all government employes 
earning m ore than $25,000 a 
year report in detail their 
sources of income and their as­ 
sets and liabilities every year 
for public inspection. The rule 
would apply to Senators and 
Representatives, 
federal 
bureaucrats, m ilitary men and 
women and judges. An am end­ 
ment to the Allen am endm ent 
would require the sam e infor­ 
mation from all candidates for 
national 
office. 
The 
Allen 
proviso was overwhelmingly 
approved, 76 yeas to 13 nays. 


So far so good. But the word 
passed among those who know 
their way around the Senate is 
cynical. The Senators agreed to 
this hard-nosed — but worthy — 
am endm ent, the inside story 
goes, because they knew from 
past experience with sim ilar 
m easures that the House of 
Representatives was certain to 
oppose it vehemently. In the 
resulting conference between 
the two cham bers to work out 
compromises, the Senate could 
then use this “ bargaining chip” 
to get the House to agree to 
certain loopholes in the election 
law wanted by some key Sena­ 
tors but opposed in the House. 


One objective. I’m told, is to 
secure as high a limit as possi­ 
ble on honorarium s allowed 
law makers 
when 
m aking 
speeches before various groups. 
At several thousand dollars a 


shot, these fees, in many cases, 
have 
become 
an 
im portant 
source of side income for better 
known legislators, particularly 
in the upper house. 


The same Senators who asked 
David 
Packard to 
sell 
his 
interests in Hewlett-Packard, a 
company he had helped found 
and spent his life building, 
before they would agree to ra ­ 
tify 
him 
as 
Secretary 
of 
Defense, 
have 
conflicts 
of 
interest in the law firm s they’re 
connected with, in contribution 
services for their campaign and 
personal office and travel ex­ 
penses. in the fees they’re paid 
by special interest groups, in 
the bills they push or oppose 
which would aid and assist or 
penalize personal investm ents 
and those of their friends and 
business partners. 


Specifically, they derive in­ 
direct income from law firm s 
which 
represent 
special 
interests liefore the Senate and 
House. They take free trips and 
use airplanes and hotels rooms 
without cost, often arranged by 
lobbyists for companies with an 
interest in the bills before their 
comm ittees. 
They 
accept 
payments for speeches or other 
services so large they are 
nothing m ore than disguised 
payoffs. They invest in land, 
hanks or industrial firm s and 
vote bills designed to up the 
value of their investments. 


The one and only answ er is 
publicity. If all income, invest­ 
m ents 
and 
business 
rela­ 
tionships are on the public 
record, 
flouting 
the 
public 
interest for private gain, which 
is stealing, would become more 
difficult.

Dear Mr. L.: 


Both “catarrh " and “ post­ 
nasal drip” are vague terms to 
describe a universal complaint. 


The first thing you can do 
about it is to try, with the help of 
your doctor, to pinpoint its 
cause. Sinus infections, aller­ 
gies. single or in combination, 
are the most frequent reasons 
for a profuse drip from the back 
of the nose. 


Air pollution, smog, high 
humidity, exposure to occupa­ 
tional gases can irritate the 
delicate mucous membrane lin­ 
ing of the nose and the naso­ 
pharynx. 


Some foods, especially milk 
and milk products seems to 
increase the post-nasal secre­ 
tion. 


X-rays of the sinuses and 
allergic studies may help track 
dow n the cause. Antihistamines 
for allergies, antibiotics and 
local treatment for sinus infec­ 
tion can be beneficial.

decongestants, taken under the 
doctor’s orders, can Ik* highly 
comforting. 


High, dry climate can some­ 
times ease the |>ost-nasal drip. 
Do not. however, make a radical 
change to such a climate before 
trying it out for a reasonable 
length of time.

The city has notified the

some

forcement agency would l>enefit 
from the training they received 
in Benton Harbor, training paid 
for with Benton Harbor tax 
dollars. Also, if the city found it 
necessary to hire police officers 
in the future, and was not able 
to get these employees to re­ 
turn, new people would have to 
be hired with more time and 
money being s|>ent on training 


Where is the present city ad­ 
ministration placing its priori­ 
ties? Should the administration 
apply 
for 
Community 
Developement grants from the 
government 
that 
will 
help 
supplement public safety or 
should they apply for monies 
that will help to supplement 
themselves and the Mayor’s of­ 
fice. Does the City of Benton 
Harbor who has an over abun­ 
dance of City Administrators, 
who 
are 
supposed 
to 
be 
qualified, need a $30,000 grant 
to hire an ombudsman (over­ 
seer) or do we need a proposed 
grant to aid public safety.? It 
seems from our stand point that 
the City could just as well apply 
for grants that would assist in 
the area of public safety which 
affects the entire community.

CESis a coalition of five north 
Berrien county m unicipalities 
that have pledged subsidies to 
guarantee am bulance service 
by Action Ambulance.

council that in joining CES the 
village would have to pay a 
first-year subsidy of $2.241 or 
93.56 cents per village resident 
on a one-year renewable con­ 
tract. There would be no long­ 
term

service 
guarantee. 


In a private contract with 
Action. Moon told the council, 
the village would be guaranteed 
and bound to an autom atic 
three years of ambulance ser­ 
vice. but probably at a higher 
subsidy that could be raised on 
each anniversary date.

Joseph city and township and 
Lincoln. Rovalton and Sodus 
townships presently make up 
CES.

sitting on the runway for five 
hours were they told that their 
passenger would be Howard 
Hughes. 


Hughes looked “ like a tired, 
worn-out old person” when he 
was carried aboard the plane on 
a stretcher, Abrams said. 


Sutton said Hughes had a thin 
beard, long greyish hair and 
looked 
“ very 
w asted” 
and 
“ very, very pale.” 


“ He moved his lips a little bit 
when they put him on the plane, 
but I couldn’t hear anything,” 
Sutton said. 


At 
the 
Houston 
airport, 
authorities had been alerted 
that a private plane was coming' 
in with a sick man aboard. 


“The only thing I was told was 
to meet a private plane com ing 
in about 1:30 p .m .,” U.S. Cus­ 
toms agent Nancy Carney said. 
“ 1 had been told we had a pa­ 
tient com ing in 
a 
diabetic 
com a.” 


But when the plane arrived 
about 2 p.m ., Hughes was dead. 


Mrs. Carney said she got a 
brief, side view of Hughes as he 
was being taken off the plane. 


“The person I saw was very 
emaciated and very aged,” Mrs. 
Carney said. “ He was quite sick 
looking and he looked much 
older than 70.” 


She said she did not know who 
the man was until she saw a 
birth certificate bearing the 
name Howard Robard Hughes 
Jr. 


The doctors accom panying 
Hughes said he died about half 
an hour before the plane landed 
in Houston. 


At M ethodist H ospital, vice 
president Ed McLellan read a 
one-sentence 
statem ent 
an­ 
nouncing Hughes’ death: 


“Today at 1:27 p.m. en route 
from 
Acapulco, 
M exico, 
to 
Houston, by air, Mr. Howard R. 
Hughes expired.” 


In Beverly Hills, Calif., Jean 
Peters, the actress who married 
Hughes in 
1957, said: 
“ I’m 
sorry; 
I’m saddened.” M iss 
Peters, H ughes’ second wife, 
divorced Hughes in 1970 after a 
ch ildless m arriage. His first 
m arriage, to Houston socialite 
Ella R ice, ended in divorce 
when he was 23. 


He dropi>ed out of sight about 
1947. Ten years later, after his 
secret marriage to Miss Peters, 
his 
seclusion 
w as 
virtually 
complete. 


After m oving around between 
a series of hom es and hotel 
suites, he and 
M iss P eters 
moved into a m ansion in Bel 
Air, Calif., in 1961. 


In 1966, Hughes m oved into 
the Ritz-Carlton Hotel in Boston 
and took over an entire floor. 
Four years later, on Thanksgiv­ 
ing Eve, he slipped into the 
Desert Inn in Las V egas and 
barricaded 
him self 
in 
the 
penthouse. 


After that, he moved to The 
Baham as, then to Nicaragua 
where an earthquake forced him 
to flee his hotel, then on to Lon­ 
don. back to The Bahamas and 
finally to Acapulco in February 
1976. 


H ughes’ 
business 
em pire 
grew out of the Hughes Tool Co. 


In 1909, Hughes’ father and a 
partner invented an oil drill bit 
which today is used in drilling 
operations in every oil-produc­ 
ing company outside the Com­ 
munist bloc. 


Hughes did not earn his initial 
fame as a businessman but as a 
pilot. 


He set aviation speed records 
in 1935 and again in 1938 when 
he circled the globe in 3 days, 19 
hours. 


He started designing his own 
planes, 
giving 
birth 
to the 
Hughes Aircraft Co., which in 
tim e manufactured helicopters, 
m issiles, spacecraft and plane 
and rocket electronics. 


Hughes designed or helped 
design major components of the 
XF-11 
experim ental 
pho­ 
tographic 
plane, 
the 
P38 
Lightning fighter, the Cons­ 
tellation airliner and the H-l 
monoplane. 


But it was his huge plywood 
airplane, 
nicknam ed 
the 
“ Spruce G oose,” which was 
m ost often remembered. 


The government had invested 
$18 m illion in the airplane, 
which was eight stories tall and 
designed to carry 750 soldiers 
across an ocean. 


Called before a Senate sub­ 
com m ittee 
in 
1947, 
Hughes 
swore it would fly. It did, but 
just once and only for one m ile. 
Som e critics said its engines 
w ere too heavy, but the true 
reason was never known. The 
"Spruce Goose” is still locked 
up in a hangar beside the harbor 
in Long Beach, Calif. 


Meanwhile, in addition U> his 
aviation interests, Hughes was 
involved in the Hollywood scene. 


Starting in the 1930s, he had 
dated 
such 
stars 
as 
Jean 
Harlow, G inger R ogers, Lana 
Turner, Ava G ardner. Yvonne 
de Carlo and Ida Lupino. 


He 
started 
financing 
and 
m aking m ovies, boosting Jane 
R ussell to stardom in “ The 
Outlaw.” 


In 1947, he took over Trans 
World Airways. In 1970, he 
acquired Air W est, a regional 
airline, and renamed it Hughes 
Airwest. 


In 
1963, hit by a lawsuit 
challenging his 77 per cent ow­ 
nership 
of 
TWA, 
H ughes 
refused to appear in public for 
questioning. TWA hired ex-FBI 
agents to serve the papers, but 
even they were unable to find 
him. After 10 years of claim s 
and counterclaim s, the U.S. 
Suprem e Court ruled against 
TW A. Hughes, in the m eantim e, 
had sold his interest in the 
airline 
for m ore than 
$500 
million. 


In 1972, he sold the oil tool 
division of Hughes Tool Co. 
through a common stock offer­ 
ing that brought him more than 
$140 million. 


The Summ a Corp. was then 
set up as Hughes’ umbrella for 
Hughes A irw est. his Nevada 
hotels and casinos and his vast 
real estate holdings. 


Meanwhile, Hughes had made 
the headlines again. 


Writer Clifford Irving had 
sold the New York publishing 
com pany McGraw-Hill an “ au­ 
tobiography” 
of Howard 
R. 
Hughes for $750,000. Irving said 
Hughes had authorized the book 
and had collaliorated on it. 


McGraw-Hill, convinced the 
book was real, paid Irving the 
money, part of which was to Ik 1 
passed on to Hughes. Instead, it 
ended up in a Sw iss bank, 
deposited 
by 
a 
“ Helga 
R. 
H ughes” who turned out to be 
Irving’s wife, Edith. 


McGraw-Hill sued the Irvings 
and won a court judgem ent for 
$766,000, including expenses. 


The Irvings were indicted in 
New York by state and federal 
grand juries on charges that 
included 
m ail 
fraud, 
cons­ 
piracy, grand larceny and pos­ 
se s io n of forged docum ents. 
They pleaded guilty and were 
fined $10,000 apiece. Clifford 
Irving was sentenced to 2Vi 
years in prison, while Edith 
Irv ing drew a 2-month sentence.

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Riverfront Plant 
Lease Terminated

SOUTH HAVEN - A concrete 
mixing plant which has been 
located on city of South Haven 
property along the Black river 
for more than two decades was 
ordered to vacate the premises 
within a year. 


The South Haven city council 
voted unanimously to term inate 
its lease with South Haven 
Redi-Mix, Inc. for the one acre 
tract on the north side of the 
river near the Dyckman avenue 
bridge. 


The lease, which would have 
run until July 1, 1979, allows 
either party to term inate with a 
one year notice. The firm has 
been paying the city $2,700 per 
year to use the property. 


City officials said they believe 


the property would be better 
utilized for recreation purposes. 


The property has been used 
for mixing concrete since 1954 
when Tony Canonie of South 
Haven constructed the plant. Its 
current owner, Timothy Horan 
purchased the business from 
Canonic in March, 1955. 


Horan also owns concrete 
mixing plants in W atervliet and 
St. Joseph. The South Haven 
facility is the smallest of the 
three. 


Horan said he owns property 
in South Haven township that he 
believes could be developed into 
a plant. He said the riverfront 
property was initially ideal for 
his operation because it allowed 
ships to deliver raw m aterials 
in 
large 
quantities. 
The 
increase of pleasure craft and 


recreation-oriented activities in 
recent years has reduced the 
amount of property available 
for storing the m aterials, ac­ 
cording to Horan. His firm has 
not received a shipment by boat 
in several years.

ELKHART, Ind. — Police here said today they are baffled over 
the slaying yesterday of a Niles railroad engineer described as, “ an 
ideal employe who was liked by everyone.” Dave Pennington, police 
detective com m ander, said no m otive has been established and 
there are no suspects in the shooting death of Jam es McCrory, 50. 
Niles, at the old Penn Central railroad Robert Young yard. 


Pennington said police are 


investigating a |>ossible connec­ 
tion with two previous shootings 
at the yard since 1968, but no 
definite link between them and 
yesterday’s slaying has been 
found. 


McCrory, a 30-year employe 
of the railroad, was found 
slumped over on the floor of a 
train engine cab shortly after 1 
a.m. yesterday by a student en­ 
gineer, Rex Raymcr of Elkhart, 
police 
said. 
Police 
had 
previously described Raymcr as 


a fireman for the railroad. 


Raym er told police he left 
McCrory to walk to the nearby 
diesel shops in the yard, talked 
briefly with fellow employes, 
and returned to the cab where 
he found the slain engineer. 


Pennington said police have 
established that McCrory was 
shot in the right side of the head 
as he stood in the cab. He added 
that police are aw aiting the 
results of an autopsy conducted 
yesterday to determine whether 


McCrory was shot at close range 
or from a distance. Pennington 
said police have not deter mint'd 
what type of m urder weapon 
was used.

Mets Say He's Highest Paid 


Pitcher In History 


FORT LAUDERDALE. Fla. 
(AP) — Tom Seaver can take off 
the black hat. He’s back in the 
family. His long, bitter holdout 
is over. 


Seaver reached agreement 
with the New York Mets shortly 
before midnight Monday on a 
three-year contract which the 
Mets say will make him the 
highest paid pitcher in baseball 
history. 


“ Tom Seaver becomes the 
first pitcher in baseball history 
to make $200,000 a year,” said 
M. Donald Grant, chairman of 
the Board of the Mets. 


There have l>een reports that 
Ferguson Jenkins will be paid 
$200,INN) by the Boston Red Sox 
this season, but Grant termed 
that figure inaccurate. 


“ This is the highest salary a 
baseball player has ever been 
paid to pitch,” Grant said of the 
accord with the 31-year-old 
right-hander, who compiled a 
22-9 record last season and won 
the Cy Young Award as the Na­ 
tional League’s premier pitcher 
for the third time in his stellar 
career. 


Seaver. one of the most v isible 
members of the Major league 
Baseball Players Association 
during the labor negotiations 
this spring, became the first of­ 
ficial holdout in Meis history. 


He accused the team of trying to 
make him look like a villain, 
between his holdout and his 
union activity, but. said he had 
to go by his convictions. 


“ I can’t wear a black hat the 
rest of my life,” he said. “ I have 
to answer to myself.” 


The contract dispute between 
Seaver and Mets’ management 
became acrimonious, to the 
point where reports circulated 
that he was on the trading 
block. One story had him going 
to the Los Angeles Dodgers in a 
package deal that would have 
brought Don Sutton, among 
otherS, to New York, and Seaver 
said that at one point he was "90 
per cent certain that I would be 
traded ”

“ A law suit,” he explains, “ may be the only way Michigan and 
the other states can be forced to install adequate pump-out 
facilities if it is a no-discharge law that they really feel is 
necessary in their area.”

Although the parent is recog­ 
nized as the child’s most im­ 
portant educator “we think the 
quality of time spent with a 
child may be as important as 
the amount of tim e," Pierson 
said. 


It will be nearly five years 
before anyone knows whether 
BEEP has been a success. When 
the children are in second 
grade, they will be tested and 
compared with a group of 
children not given BEEP’s ad­ 
vantages. 


Researchers will try to deter­ 
mine if the BEEP children have 
fewer 
health 
and 
learning 
problems and whether parents 
take a more active role in the 
school their child attends than 
most parents. They also will be 
looking at the impact of BEEP 
youngsters on the school sys­ 
tem, Pierson said, and how the 
school system responds to the 
needs of those children.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Results of a judge’s rate cannot be 
recounted in certain Detroit precincts txrause the ballot box and 
bag weren't properly sealed, the Michigan Supreme Court has 
ruled. The Monday ruling, which overturns an earlier decision in 
the state Court of Appeals, came on a suit filed by George Ryan 
against the Wayne County Board of Canvassers. Ryan was a can­ 
didate for Detroit Recorder’s Court in November 1972. according 
to'court record. Seven people were elected to the bench Ryan 
finished eighth. He asked the board of commissioners for a 
recount of 192 of the 1185 election precincts. The canvassers 
refused to recount 16 absent«.* voter precincts. The high court 
noted that the ballot box and bag for those precincts were not 
sealed with a seal of record as requires for a recount.

Woltjer said late Monday. He 
added that he understood the

A quaran­ 
tine would make certain the

(PBB). Woltjer insisted state 
tests showed two of the eight 
animals checked did exceed the 
PBB tolerance level. 


Woltjer and other farmers 
said they planned to be in 
Lansing today and Thursday to 
see what Gov. William Milliken 
will do about PBB problems. 


Dr. B.C. Hekhuis, a Coopers- 
\ i lit* 
veterinarian, 
reported 
Monday he cannot locate the 
eight animals he tested last 
week. Woltjer said he sold 
several to a tallow company at 
Howard City but at least two 
remained on his 80-acre farm. 


The farmer contended he shot 
the animals to prevent them 
from further suffering after he 


lost a total of $750.000 from PBB 
poisoning. Woltjer also claimed 
his farm was recontaminated 
after PBB cost the former 
owner that property. 


Since the chemical acciden­ 
tally was mixed into feed sold 
b\ Michigan Farm Bureau in 
1973, nearly 30,000 cattle, 1.5 
million chickens, 4.5 million 
eggs and huge quantites of milk 
and butter have been destroyed 
because they were contaminat­ 
ed with PBB.

sonville).

Taxation 
committee 
which*is currentty studying the 
proposal, is scheduled for 9:30 
a.m. in the l-»w building audi­ 
torium. Lansir\g 


The proposal, which was co- 
six »nsored by .‘10 members of the 
Senate, is designed to reduce 
the unexpectedly heavy burden 
of the Single Business tax on 
small businesses 111 Michigan. 


Under the proposal. Single 
Business tax assessments for 
certain businesses would be 
reduced by up to 75 percent. It is 
estimated that as many as 
110,000 
out 
of 
the 
132,000 
businesses could benefit by the 
bill which applies to businsses 
whose gross receipts are $1.5 
million or less per year. 


Proposed 
reductions 
are 
based on the proportion of 
federal taxable income to gross 
recipts. If the proportion is 1 
percent or less, the tax would be 
reduced 
by 
75 
percent. 
A 
proportion greater than 1 per­ 
cent but less than 2 percent 
would yield a 50 percent reduc­ 
tion in the tax, while a propor­ 
tion of more than 2 percent but 
less than 3 percent would result 
in a 25 percent deductionni. 


Byker said current projec­ 
tions indicate that the Single

between $36 and $100 million 
more than anticipated when the 
legislation was enacted and, 111

business in Michigan.

businessmen across the state in 
recent weeks have indicated 
support for the proposal which 
is designed to ease the tax bur­ 
den on small businesses while 
guaranteeing adequate revenue

Byker said it is anticipated 
that as many as 500 business­ 
men from across the state will 
attend the public hearing to 
testify on behalf of the proposal. 
Business representatives should 
plan to participate at the May 
hearing so that the urgency of 
the revisions will be made ap­ 
parent to the full legislature, 
Byker said.

small budget. In a book. “Good 
Shelter.” a guide to mobile, 
modular 
and 
pre-fabricated 
housing, authors Judith and 
Bernard Rabb have done a good 
job of assembling useful infor­ 
mation to those weighing alter­ 
natives 
to custom 
housing. 
They’ve 
included 
cost 
checklists, specifications and 
the nam es of many m anufac­ 
turers of home in each category. 


Mobile homes may be “ the 
cheapest kind of private de­ 
tached housing to be found in 
the United States" they explain. 
“ You need fewer dollars.” In 
the end it may prove more 
costly than expected. In 1973 
mobile homes accounted for 4K 
per cent of all homes of every 
type and price bracket built that 
year. The authors advise that 
the mobile home should be 
bought as a used home — that 
way the high depreciation will 
have been the burden of the 
original owner. 


There are advantages — one 
can have instant comm unities 
with varied recreational facili­ 
ties. They can be moved (by 
trailer truck) and additions 
may be added to them. Some 
people even build superstruc­ 
tures. 


Drawbacks 
include 
short­ 
term financing which is usually 
given on the basis of a personal 
loan rather than long term 
m ortgages . . . less stringent 
building specifications which 


may tend to depreciate the 
home (they point out mobile 
homes depreciate while other 
homes appreciate) . . . sm aller 
rooms and lower ceilings than 
Kiuivalent rooms in other hous­ 
ing . . . limited range of floor 
plans . . . drabness . . . may not 
be safe in w indstorm s or fire 
and may not be acceptable in 
certain communities, a fact that 
is worth investigating before a 
site is purchased, they caution 


They also advise visiting a 
unit. Camera perspective can 
make rooms appear larger in 
brochures. 


Modular houses are tran s­ 
ported to a site and are per­ 
manent. requiring a foundation. 
More expensive than mobile 
homes, they are less expensive 
than 
pre-fabs 
and 
can 
bo 
financed on a long term basis. 
Most resem ble the more con­ 


ventional types of home. 


The homes can be situated on 
slopes and have a better chance 
of conforming to prevailing 
codes than mobile homes, the 
authors’ 
research 
showed. 
About K5 per cent of the work is 
done at the factory. Masonry, 
plumbing and electrical work 
must be done on the site, and 
this aspect may be handled by 
the m odular home dealer who 
should Iw asked to estim ate the 
cost. 


Drawbacks include si/e limi­ 
tations. low ceilings and the fact 
that some m odulars may not 
pass building codes.

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Pitfalls Loom In House Shopping

Unless they seek help, young 
people may make some mis­ 
takes shopping for a house or 
apartment. Many pay exorbi­ 
tant rents, some are in bankrupt 
condominiums and many find 
they know absolutely nothing 
about the house they have 
bought. Meanwhile, they strug­ 
gle to meet all the payments. 


Spring is house shopping time 
for many young couples who 
will be so preoccupied in trying 
to find a house they can afford, 
. 
they may forget all else. 


That is why many will ask 
themselves later whether they 
have copper or galvanized pipe 
in the new home. 


One young couple moved from 
an apartment into a house and a 
year later do not know where 
their well or septic tank are 
located. They do not know much 
more about their house than 
what they can see, and they’ve 
been too busy working to pay 
the mortgage to find out. 


“ The real estate woman was 
very nice but she didn't tell us 
very much.” the new owner ob­ 
served. 


That may be par for the 
course. Ask and you will find 
out. Don’t ask and you will find 
out. maybe the hard way, later. 
Some real estate people will put 
a $10 breakfast order in the 
refrigerator for the new owners 
and place a $5 plant on the win­ 
dow sill and then call it quits as 
they pick up their commissions. 


People must learn to ask the 
important questions. Not only 
should they know where the 
septic tank is located, but they 
should know how old it is and 
when it was last serviced. In 
fact, they should insist that it be 
serviced before they buy the 
house. 


Some years ago a couple 
boimht a beautiful old house 
only to learn from an exter­ 
minator that the house was 
under service for termites. 


These days any house shopper 
must be armed with a good book 
which explains the house detec­ 
tive role that must be played 
before the house is purchased. 


A leaky cellar can add con­ 
siderably to the basic price of a 
house. No one wants to take on 
the responsibility of a leaky 
cellar, and there are many clues 
to it — dampness, cracks in 
walls, rotting around window 
frames, mildew. If the house is 
on low ground the chances of 
dampness are increased. In ad­ 
dition to the inconvenience of a 
wet cellar, there is the danger of 
wood posts rotting. 


It is not only an added ex­ 
pense, but a leaky house is a 
real bore o cope with. In winter 
people are afraid to vacation 
away from their homes because 
of one or another problem. 


That is why the house must be 
inspected for tell-tale leaks. 
Yellowed stains on ceilings may 
come from bathrooms above. In 
the attic, water damaged areas 
may be caused by roof damage 
which can get bigger and ruin 
ceilings below . Wallpaper stains 
also can pro\ ide clues to leaks. 


The chimney should be ins­ 
pected. The prospective buyer 
should climb a ladder and make 
sure it is in good shape. It is a 
good time. too. to make sure the 
roof looks sturdy. Bad framing 
can cause it to sag. 


One couple noticed some 
irregularities — broken putty 
pieces around windows, gaps in 
doors, “ but the house was 
enchanting" and they decided to 
take it without a quibble. Great. 
But if they had talked about 
things that were wrong — the 
floors needed scraping, tiles 
were cracked in the bathroom —

Or your sus­ 
picions might be aroused when 
he quickly knocks $1.000 off his 
top-of-the-head $5.000 appraisal 
of a job.

When contracting with anyone 
to do a good-sized jjob, be sure 
to check him out, Johnson cau­ 
tions. For example. 


If it is a sizeable job, 
make sure he will use an archi­ 
tect. even if he doesn’t have one 
on his own staff. 


. . . He should have adequate 
insurance — property damage, 
liability and workmen’s com­ 
pensation. If the job will cost

ask 
for 
references — his banks and the 
companies he has done business 
with. 


. . . How many years has he 
been in business under the same 
corporate name? If a long-time 
operator he will 
honor 
his 
guarantees, 
but 
if 
he 
has 
changed the name of his com­ 
pany many times, beware. 


. . . Even if he is just building 
a porch, don’t settle for a mere 
mention of dimensions in the 
contract. Get all the specifica­ 
tions. What kind of materials 
will be used? If a room is being 
addwl ask even about the mold­ 
ing. Will it be crown? Dentil? 
Cove? If you don’t know what 
They are. ask to see a sample. 


. . .There should be a cleanup 
clause in the contract. You don’t 
want to be stuck with a pile of 
junk. 
The 
contract 
should 
specify the area will be broom- 
swept at least, and the debris 
removed from the premises. 


. . . Make sure the contract 
states who will pay for the per­ 
mit necessary to do the job. 
Some permits run as high as 
$200. and it is a point well worth 
settling in advance. 


. . Starting and completion 
dates should be incorporated 
into 
the contract. 
Weather, 
deliveries and other things can 
delay a project, but at least you 
will have something to work 
with. Contractors/may need 
some grace period if they have 
been 
hampered 
by 
things 
beyond their control. But the job 
shouldn’t lag.
